CoLLEGE.—Our correspondent “Specta- 
tor,” at Wake Forest College, sends us 
the following account of the “Senior 
Speaking” at that Institution on Friday 
evening last. It comes this time al] 
right, on a single sheet, and we make 
room for it with pleasure: 

It is little after the dawn of Friday 
evening. The lowering clouds that 


have covered the Heavens during the 
day have passed away, and left a clear 
and starry sky. At the tolling of the 
bell, the crowd « ssembles in the College 
Chapel. One by one the young ladics, 
with siniling faces and escorted by gal- 
lant young gentlemen, enter, and are 
seated to listen to the speeches expected 
from the Seniors. For a time no sound 
is heard, save the sweet strains as they 
come in well marked time, from the 
Church organ. The music is made on 
the occasion by Mrs. ——, who runs her 
fingers up and down the key-board with 
the agility of a cat and precision of a 
mathematical problem. 

The Seniors enter, cheered on by hap- 
py fuces and stamping feet, and take 
their seats on the rostrum. Thereupon, 
Dr. Wingate introduces Mr, W. H. O. 
McDowell, of Murfreesboro’", In 
an earnest, bricl, and some times lively 
manner he bids the audience to despair 
not of the present aspect of affairs, and 
insists that, “There is « good time 
coming.’ Hope is implanted generally 
in the human breast. The doctrine of 
contentment, as held by the multitude, 
iS pernicious to progress. Some objec - 
tions that might be urged are answered. 
Here the speaker mounts his poetical 
horse and rides so fast we are unable to 
keep pace, and so we “Jct him slide.” 
Music. 

Next, Mr. Hl. T. Frautham, of Ker- 
shaw, county, 8S. C., in « pleasant but 
somewhat excited manner, says to his 
fellow-students, “Do not stand still, but 
advance.” His speech is flowery, sym- 
metrical and exhilerating to the despon- 
dent. 

Again sweet music is made. 

And then Mr. J. J. Vann, of IMertilord 
County, N. C., contends that, “there is 
life in the old land yet.” He says: we 
know nothing of the future except as 
we are informed by history of the past. 
History is not only chronological, but 
prophetic. The past bids us not to be 
indolent but active. Though the dark 
clouds of despair seem to hover over 
our own land, (as the effects of a frater- 
nal war.) yet there isstill hope abroad, 
as indicated especially by the persistent 
efforts of the people. Our land ailord 
every facility to one, who wishes to be 
engaged. Its future prosperity depend 
upon the efforts of the rising generation. 
To be brief “there was more truth than 
poetry in his speech.” 

Another stiring piece is played. 

Then Mr. R. T. Vann, of Hertford, N. 
C., speaks of “Wake Forest.” His 
“empty sleeves” at first arouse my 
sympathy, but before he is through, 
sympathy is forgotten in contemplating 
his wit, and ingenuity. He = says: 
imagine a man sitting down and telling 
another of his character, and you can 
get a conception of the difficulty I 
labor under to-night. Students at Col- 
lege are of two classes—those that 
study and those that donot. The lat- 
ter class is subdivided into several 
others—loungers, courting characters, 
and indifferents. The first class depends 
upon their own exertions for success, 
while the second gets the aid of a little 
horse, called among College boys, a 
“pony; that sometime kicks sand in 


the ;Professors eyes. His vivid and 
minute description of College life 


showed that he had not failed to bea 
close observer. 
Music. 
Mr. N. B. Cannady, of Granville 
County, N. C., as the last speaker of the 
occasion takes the stand, and contend 
that, “Verily there is nothingso true 
but the damps of error have not warped 
it.’ He speaks of individual and 
national errors. The most injurious of 
national errors are in the management 
or rather mismanagement of govern- 
ment. These two thoughts are 
developed quite largely, and then he 
speaks of some of the errors ot the 
fashionable circle of the present 
enlightened age. fe makes some cut- 
ting remarks about the “Jair ones, > but 
is magnanimous enoug), in his conclud- 
ing remarks, to bestow the following 
praise upon them. ‘There is after all 
something so fascinating, something so 
bewildering in woman’s ways that her 
very errors become virtves, and poor 
man is left spell bound, admiring and 
praising her doubled head, and adores 
her person whether enveloped in ten 
yards 01 calico or thirty yards ol silk.’ 

After another pretty piece of music, 
the audience is invited to repair to the 
Halls to enjoy theevening in promenad- 
ing and social intercourse, where they 
remain until a late hour at night, when 
they retire to their respective homes, to 
sleep better from having taken a great 
deal of exercise, and having spent a 
pleasant evening. it is now between 
the hours of eleven and twelve. The 
lights in the Chapel have all been ex- 
tinguished. And as I walk through 
this dark apartment, and hear the sound 
of my foot steps echoing and re-eching 
within, I can but exclaim in the 
language of the poet : 

“T feel like one who trea¢s alone 

Some banquet hall deserted, 
W hose lights are fled, 


W hose garlands dead 
Andall but he departed.”

Charles Sumner’s Letter of Declinae 
tion. 
Boston, Octover 30, 

Charles Sumner in a letter from Paris 
declining the coalition of the nomina- 
tion for Governor of Massachusetts says : 

“In acknowledging your communica:

Indiana). Mr. Boutwell isa bitter par 
tisan—a fanatic in whatever he believes 
and ever carrying out its measures and 
principles fanatically—but he never 
makes money for himself in administer- 
ing the Treasury, or knowingly allows 
vthers to do so, though others frequent- 
ly use him. What was agrced to be 
done on Friday and Saturday in Wash- 
ington would doubtless have been done 
if Mr. Boutwell had been attending to 
his own Treasury business in licu of 
stumping Indiana; but it would have 
been done fairly, openly, and above 
board, for the benefit of all Republicans 
in Wal! street, as well as for all Dem- 
ocrats, whereas What was done by Gen- 
eral Grant’s own interference with the 
Treasury, upon the solicitation of two 
New York bankers and _ brokers, and 
the fact was kept secret from all others, 
but their own clique until the Monday 
fllowing. 

The Government operators in the se- 
cret began to operate and to profit on 
their secret late Friday afternoon; and 
they had from Friday, October 4, to 
Gctober 7 (Monday, secretly to operate 
in, not only in New York, but in New 
Haven, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Chicago and elsewhere. On Saturday 
other Wall street operators began to see, 
trom the opertions of the pets and fa- 
yorites of the Government, that some. 
thing was In the wind, some followed 
suit and profited thereby, but the secret 
was not publicly known to the whole

street, or to the country, till October 7 
(Monday). 

Now what was the great secret—that 
invaluable secret—by the possession of 
which millions could be made at the 
expense of a country kept ignorant of 
it? Mr. Boutwell, in September, had 
given out his usual notices in Septem- 
ber, had given out his usual notice in 
advance of how much gold he would 
buy. That wasa notice purporting to 
be published in good faith, on which 
all operators in gold or buyers of bills 
of exchange could rely. But it turned 
out to be only a delusion, for on Mon- 
day, October 7, it was officially an- 
nounced that the Government would 
sell $5,000,000 in gold and buy $5,000,- 
000 in bonds in addition to the official 
notice heretofore given. The efiect was 
electrical in Wall street, and not only 
there, but among moneyed men all over 
the country, with the additional hint 
thatif this did not do for the specula- 
tors, $44,000,000 of greenbacks would 
be reissued to inflate the country.
